town, on the Howell Mill road, who 
was found slain early Friday morning 
in an alley adjoining his store build- 


ing. by County Officer T. J. Davis, 
Will Norris, a white man, 27 years old, | 
who lives just back of the store build- | 
ing, was bound over by the coroner's! 
jury Friday afternoon. 

While the body of Grant was not dis- 
covered until Friday morning, the 
evidence produced at the coroner's in- 
quest Friday afternoon tended to show 
that Grant was murdered Wednesday 
night and that his body lay in the alley 
undetected all day Thursday. 

The arrest of Norris came at the 
close of the inquest after it had been 
brought out that one of the motives 
for the murder was robbery, that Nor- 
ris had not been working for several 
weeks and that there had been for some 
time enmity between Grant and the 
Norris family. 


After his arrest, blood spots. were 
found on Norris’ shoe. This, .Norris 
declared, came from a sore foot. 

Twe Lots Adjoin. 

The home of*the Norris family is a 
three-room house, the rear of whose lot 
atijoins the rear of the lot upon which 
Grant’s store is located. In the Norris 
family are Mr. and Mrs. Perry Norris, 
their son Will Norris, who was held for 
the grand jury on the charge of mur- 
der, Willie May Hamby, a 12-year-old 
girl, daughter of a friend, but living 
with the Norrises, and Mary Ansley, a 
woman about 35 years old. 

The theory that Grant was murdered 
on Wednesday night ‘originated in the 
testimony of neighbors and customers 
that his store was closed on Thursday 
morning and that he was. not, so far as 
is known, seen alive after Wednesday. 

This theory was substantiated by the 
testimony of Willie May. Hamby, who 
swore that on Thursday she had seen a 
red comfort lying on the spot on the 
Grant premises where it was later 
found beside Grant’s body, and that 
Mrs. Norris had told her to say noth- 
ing about. The comfort when. found 
by the police, was blood-stained, and is 
now at county police headquarters, 
held for evidence. 

The little girl testified that on 
Wednesday her mother, who had sent 
her to the country to live at the order 
of a court, came to see her, and that 
Wednesday afternoon she went’to At- 
lanta with her mother. She stayed in 
Atlanta Wednesday night, but spent the 
night with some girls on Moore street 
instead of with her’mother. On Thurs- 
day she returned to the Norris home 
and while there saw the red comfort 
lying upon the Grant premises She 
said she mentioned it to Mrs. Norris 
and was told not to say anything to 
any one about it. 

She would not admit that she saw 
the body lying beside it, but when 
asked why she had been told not to 
mention having seen the comfort, said 
that she supposed the Norrises were 
afraid somebody might think that they 
killed Grant if she told about the com- 
fort. 

Called Attention to Comfort 

Willie May Hamby said that she 
went back to Atlanta Thursday after- 
noon, but returned to the Norris home 
and spent Thursday night there. She 
gaid that Friday morning she was in 
the garden with Mrs. Norris and again

WILSON WOULD PROTECT

Washington, July 31.—President Wil- 
son has a plan in mind for bringing 
much of the shipping of the world un- 
der thé American flag during Euro- 
pean troubles by havine congress pass 
a law admitting to American registra- 
tion the vessels of other nations.

In- announcing her recall officials of 
the line asserted it was due to unset- 
tled conditions gbroad.

This statement was issued by di- 
rectors of the Hamburg-American line: 

“In view of the uncertainty of the 
present Kuropean situation we have 
decided to postpone sailings of the 
Vaterland from New York, the Amerika 
from Boston August 1 and Imperator 
from Hamburg July 31.

WHAT EVERY MOTHER WANTS 
TO KNOW ABOUT HER BABY 


By Anna Steese Richardson 


Director of the Better Babies Bureau of the 
Woman’s Home Companion. 


SUMMER COOKING FOR BABIES AND 


DELICATE CHILDREN, 
1—How should I prepare barley 
water to be used in modifying milk? 

Wash and soak one heaping table- 
spoon of barley grains in enough 
water to allow for swelling. Let it 
stand over night. In the morning, add 
one pint of water and a pinch of salt. 
Simmer very slowly for three or four 
hours, adding water from time to time, 
so that the amount is never less than 
one pint. Cook over a very slow fire. 
Strain through muslin. Make this 
fresh daily. 

2.—How do I make thick gruel for 
a baby thirteen months. old? 

The secret of digestible gruel les in 
the carefulness and slowness with 
which it is prepared. It can be made 
from prepared flours if desired, but it 
is considered more nourishing if made 
from the unground grains, rice, wheat, 
oatmeal, ete. Soak two tablespoons 
of grains which have been washed, 
over night. Cook four hours over 4 
very slow fire, in one pint of, water, 
until thick and creamy. If you use a 
double boiler, make sure that-there 
is plenty of water in the lower vessel, 
and Keep it at boiling point. Strain 
through. a fine sieve or cheesecloth, 
and serve with top milk, at once. Half- 
cooked or half-cold gruel is unpalata- 
ble and indigestible. 

3.—How soon can 1 feed eggs to my 
baby who is perfectly healthy? 

At fifteen months. Coddled eggs 
are most easily digested. Do not re- 
move the shell, but lay the egg in 
boiling water; then immediately set 
the stewpan, covered, on the back of 
the stove, where it cannot boll, for 
five minutes. The white of the egg 
should be like milky jelly, the yolk 
soft. 

4—Can I give my 18-months-old 
baby fresh fruit in scummer? 

Yes, if he is not subject to attacks 
of diarrhoea, and the fruit is neither 
green or overripe, but fresh. He may 
have strained orange and pineapple 
juice, prune pulp (which is prunes 
cooked with a little sugar until very 
soft and then pressed through sieve), 
ripe apple, pear or peach, finely 
scraped with a spgon. He must not 
have berries with seeds. Stewed fruits 
may be given when fresh fruits cause 
mild diarrhoea. 

5.—What vegetables may a teething 
child eat in summer? 

Potatoes mashed, boiled or baked, 
peas, beans, asparagus tips, carrots 
and beets, mashed with a fork or 
forced through vegetable press. Never 
give a baby onions, cauliflower, tur- 
nips, corn or tomatoes. 

6.—How soon can I feed my baby ice 
cream? My whole family is fond of it. 

No child should have ice cream until 
Then make sure of the 
quality. Ice cream made in dirty 
freezers or from impure milk is dan- 
gerous. If you have a family of little 
people, make vour own ice cream. 
Scald a pint of milk in a double boiler. 
Thicken with one tablespoon of corn 
starch, rubbed smooth in cold milk. 
Add one. egg, beaten light with a cup 
of sugar. When it is creamy, set 
aside to cool. Whip a pint of cream, 
beat this into the custard, flavor and 
freeze 

7.—When mav a baby begin eating 
meat and how should it be cooked? 

Meat should: not be given any child 
until he has teeth to chew it, usually 
at 18 months. Beef, broiled, roasted or 
chopped fine as for Salisbury stock is 
the most nourishing. He may also 
have boiled, roasted or broiled chicken, 
never fried; roast lamb or chops, 
boiled fish. A tablespoon of the meat 
or fish, finely scraped, is mashed into 
the potatoes for the noon meal. If it 
agrees with the baby, and is easily di- 
gested, increase the amount gradually, 
but continue to scrape or shred it. 

§—What is junket? 

Junket is a predigested custard, fre-

Turn this lightly into the warm milk, ° 


stir just enough to mix it, add a very | 
little sugar and flavoring, turn into 
cups or small bowls to cool. When 
cool it looks like a milk jelly. When' 
the baby is exhausted by heat and 
teething, add a thoroughly beaten egg 
along with the sugar and flavoring. 
This dish is said to be even more 
easily digested than plain or modified 
milk.

Umpire Frank Rudderham, a mem- 
ber of the umpire staff of the Southern 
league, will be tried in Recorder Broyles’ 
court this morning on the charges of 
disorderly conduct, preferred by Presi- 
dent Frank E. Geteway, of the local 
baseball club. 

The local mogul ordered that a case 
be made against Rudderham immedi- 
ately after Friday’s game between the 
Barons and the Crackers when the um- 
pire made an alleged threatening as- 
asult on a fan, a Mr. Kjng, who had 
been witnessing the game from one of 
the field boxes on the first base line. 

Mr. King had been kidding Rudder- 
ham throughout the game and when 
the umpire saw fit to chase George 
Kircher from the coaching line in the 
eighth inning and plastered a $5 fine 
on the comedian én addition, the fans, 
including Mr. King, started panning 
Rudderham. 

Several occupants of the same box 
with Mr. King stated last night that 
they did not hear ‘him say anything 
out of the ordinary to Rudderham, any 
more than any other fan was doing. 
They stated that he was whistling and 
hooting just like every one else, but 
havine a stronger voice than all the 
others, that Rudderham signaled him 
out. 

Rudderham Makes Threat. 


Motioning to the box, Rudderham 
is reported to have said. “I'll get you 
after the game is over.” 

Immediately the game was over, eye 
witnesses state that Rudderham rushed 
fromthe field. Mr. King passing from 
the box and out through the little gate 
just in front of the clubhouse had 
practically reached the carriage gate, 
when Rudderham called to him. 

The umpire is said to have taken 
King to task for his remarks during 
the game, assuming a very belligerent 
attitude while doing so. Whether he 
cursed King or not, those present are 
at variance. 

But the tone of his voice was so high 
pitched and so belligerent that a large 
crowd gathered to witness what might 
develop. 

King Apologizes. 
to have told Rudder- 
ham that if he (King) said anything 
during the game that had offended 
Rudderham, that he was sorry for it. 

Officer E. A. Coker, who subsequent- 
lv made the arrest, stated that the 
umpire refused to accept any apology 
and that it was apparent that if the 
two men kept arguing that blows 
would be struck. ; . : 

At this juncture, President Frank FE. 
Callaway, of the local baseball club, 
took a hand in things, requesting that 
Officer Coker arrest the umpire. Coker 
was reluctant at first, but did so when 
Callaway insisted. 

The officer was for taking Rudder- 
ham to the stationhouse, but after 
Manager Billy Smith, of the local team, 
had agreed to stand his bond, the of- 
ficer gave him a copy of the charges 
and the case will be tried this morning 
before “Jedge Briles.”’

NEW RURAL SERVICE 
PLAN ANNOUNCED 


Postmaster General Burleson 
Issues a Statement Giving 
Schedule of Salaries. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, July 31—(Special.)— 
Postmaster General Burleson issued an 
order today announcing the schedule of 
Salaries -that will be paid rural car- 
riers for services from July 1 last, 
under the new act of congress increas- 
ing the maximum pay to $1,200 per an- 
num. 

Apprehension was beginning, to be 
felt among rural carriers as to when 
the increased salaries would be re- 
ceived. In response to inquiries the 
postoffice department announced today 


| the plan which would govern increases. 


Heretofore the pay has been graded 
according to the length of the carriers’ 
route, without a consideration being 
given as to the time being required 
to traverse the work or the amount of 
work performed. These factors will 
be taken into consideration hereafter. 

Burleson’s Statement. 

In a formal statement issued: today 
the department says: 

“The postmaster general concluded 
that the time had arrived when certain 
recognition should be given to some 
additional features involved in. the col- 
lection and delivery of the mail on rur- 
+ routes, and that the most important 
item for particular attention was the 
improvement in the efficiency of rural 
mail delivery, in order that the pat- 
rons of the service should receive the 
maximum return for the enormous ex- 
penditure involved, and that the re- 
muneration of the employees engaged 
therein should bear some fixed rela- 
tion to the amount of service renderéd. 

“To this end it was equally essential 
that the new features thus introduc- 
ed should not interfere with or reduce 


| the basis of compensation which here- 


tofore prevailed and which was regard- 
ed as adequate, but should also estab- 
lish equity, insofar as possible, in the 
compensation paid to the employees 
who now pertorm, and who have .-in 
the past performed, particularly ardu- 
ous and difficult duty. 

“The establishment ‘of the parcel 
post. has been utilized as an argument 
for the necessity for increased compen- 
sation to postalemployees. During the 
period that has elapsed since the in- 
auguration of this very meritorius 
addition to postal activity, the depart- 
ment has carefully ascertained the 
actual results produced on each rural 
route, and every consideration has 
been given to the information thus se- 
cured in this order of the postmaster 
general now in effect. The basis of 
compensation tor maximum compensa- 
tion requires the transportation of one 
parcel post package per day of the 
maximum weight now established by 
the postal regulations, or the equiva- 
lent thereof in any mailable matter, 
over the length of route heretofore 
recognized as a standard, provided, that 
in the event of the failure to carry 
the weight specified the carrier is en- 
titled to the limit of compensation 
should it be shown by the depart- 
ment’s records that he is handling an 
average of 400 pieces of mail daily. 

Increase or Decrease, 


The order further provides that on 
routes less than the standard length 
(24 miles) where carriers have been 
receiving less than the former maxi- 
mum pay of $1,100 a year, an increase 
or decrease of $12 per annum, greater 


'or less than the schedule pay, shall be 


made to or from the prescribed salary 
for such route for each one thousand 
pieces, and for each one hundred 
pounds of mail handled monthly, up to 
the maximum of $1,200 per annum. 

It also stipulates that an allowance 
of $12 per year shal) be made for each 
closed pouch or sack of mail trans- 
ported by carriers to postoffices locat- 
ed on rural routes. 

“The postmaster general,” continues 
the statement, “believes that the new 
order will encourage the carriers to 
use all legitimate means to increase 
the business on their routes and fhat it 
will be a further incentive to the pat- 
rons to utilize the rural service in the 
transportation of articles by parcel 
post, in that the increase in the weight 
or number of pieces thus transported 
will indirectly have an immediate effect 
upon the remuneration of the carrier. 

“Tt is self-evident that ‘tthe promul- 
gation of this order is one of the first 
steps toward the improvement in the 
efficiency of the rural delivery mail 
service and the elimination to a large 
extent of the tremendous disparity that 
exists between the revenue and the ex- 
penditures of thts particular branch of 
the service.”

Pachuca, capital of Hidaglo, and 
Queretaro, capital of the state of the 
same name, both have been deserted by 
the federal garrisons, who have gone 
to Mexico City. 

There was no military movement to- 
day indicating that Villa had decided 
to break away from the Carranza party. 
So far as could be learned here he has 
not yet started his army southward 
from Chihuahua state. This apparent 
“waiting game” gave rise to-rumors 
that he was planning to attempt to 
overthrow Carranza but no confirma- 
tion was forthcoming. Meantime sol- 
diers from the eastern and western di- 
visions of the cwonstitutionalists are 
pressing closer to the capital.
